for Orders in Washington. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—Representative 
Cooper of Texas remarked to-day that be- 
fore returning to his home he would like 
to arrange for selling a million or more 
barrels of Texas oil in Washington, 

‘*‘T am not joking,’’ he continued. ‘‘I no- 
tice that the residents here and elsewhere 
in the East are getting short of coal,” said 
Mr. Cooper, ‘‘and if the strike in Pennsyl- 
vania continues much longer, the fuel ques- 
tion will become a very serious one.

ON BOARD THE BATTLESHIP ALA- 
BAMA, Block Island, Sept. 6—No man in 
Rear Admiral Higginson’s fleet knows to- 
day which has won in the manoeuvres of 
the past week, the navy or the army, but 
so important were the lessons learned and 
S0 valuable the experiences of the days of 
“war ”’ that the question of victory is com- 
paratively of minor import.

The Scorpion, 
the Mayflower, and the Montgomery were 
dispatched away to shell and destroy any 
and all range finding, signal, or telegraph 
stations from Coggeshall Ledge to Price's 
Neck. 

The movements of the day were the least 
spectacular of the week, yet with all the 
absence of the dramatic they approximated 
the genuine war manoeuvres more than 
anything that had preceded. 

Looking at the week of manoeuvres di- 
rectly from the point of view of the Ala- 
bama, the most striking impression was the 
manner in which the entire ship's crew fell 
in quickly and easily with the spirit of the 
manoeuvres. The Naval Reserves work as 
though they had been on the ship for years. 
Capt. Willard H. Brownson of the Alabama 
said: 

‘“My observation is that the reserves 
grasped the situation quickly, especially in 
the handling of the guns. To my mind the 
practice of the entire crew in the use of 
batteries was distinctly valuable.”’ 

Another impression from the Alabama is 
that the searchlights, on shore were used 
with success at Newport, but that at Fish- 
er’s Island and Gardiner’s Island they al- 
most failed in their work, while the glare 
from the lights was not on the whole as 
troublesome to navigators as was expected. 

In Admiral Higginson’s fleet to-day the 
feeling prevails that the navy has won in 
the game of war. 

The squadron has separated to go to va- 
rious stations. The flagship Kearsarge and 
the battleships Massachusetts and Alabaima 
proceeded to New London, to pass in re- 
view before the forts. The Indiana goes to 
New York this afternoon. to be followed by 
the other battleships this evening. The 
Zrooklyn proceeds immediately for New 
York to go into dry dock, and the Olympia 
will go to Boston. 

Before the wearsarge 
Admiral! Higginson made 
statement: 

‘‘T regard the manoeuvres of the week as 
being most beneficial to the navy. We 
have been taught to know what to do un- 
der conditions of war, and our experience 
has been of almost incalculable value, In 
my opinion these manoeuvres should be 
held every Summer. The presence of the 
Naval Militia added much to the Interest of 
the occasion, and the services of these men 
have been very satisfactory.” 

The Admiral refused to give an opinion 
whether the army or navy had won in the 
war game, Dut he manifested great satis- 
faction with the manner in which the ships 
in his command had been conducted.

CHICAGO CAR STRIKE 
SETTLED BY ARBITRATION. 


Findings of the Board Are, in the Main, 
in Favor of the Employes of 
the Road. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 6.—Employes of the Chi- 
cago City Railway have had all their griev- 
ances settled by the arbitrators. The de- 
cision which was handed down to-day gives 
all but a few classes of workmen 10 per 
cent. inerease in wages and materially 
shortens their working ‘hours. 

The findings, in the main to 
the men, put an end to strike agitation, for 
the decision is binding on both parties until 
Sept. 40, 1903. The only grievances to be dis- 
cussed by the board in the future are those 
arising from the discharge of men pending 
claims of employes against the company 
and minor matters of jurtsdiction. 

The board has given the men half of the 
Wage increase they demanded. It has cut 
the working hours from twelve and fifteen 
a day to nine in the shops and to ten and 


thirteen on the trains, according to the 
runs, the full day in no case to be over 
fifteen hours. This gives the employes the 
best working schedule in the country. 

The men have now no unsettled griev- 
ances whatever, and although many of 
them believe the board should have been 
more liberal, all intend to. stand by the 
findings. Twenty-five hundred employes 
are affected by the increase.

among these enemies is La Republica 
Cubana, the regan of the colored race, 
edited by eae Gu ae rto Gomez, a black 
politiclan with shrewd mind and sharp, 
clever tongue. 

The colored race has always disapproved 
of President Palma, from the very moment 
his name was mentioned as candidate, be- 
cause they were told that he was not a 
believer in the equality of the two races 
As he did not choose any of their leaders to 
act as his advisors, the feellng has never 
subsided. On the contrary, it has been fed 
by anarchistic utterances from the cha- 
grined leaders who speak through La Re- 
publica Cubana, or in mass meetings, 

But even the press of the white race is 


not altogether friendly; of late it is almost 
impossibie to pick up a paper issued in any 


part of the island in which some unfriend- 


ly criticism cannot be found. Not infre- 
quently it happens that he is criticised for 
things which are in no way due to him, 


but when everything does not go along as 


it should, a scapegoat must be found, and 
he, as the nation’s head, seems to be the 
one universally chosen. 

He is blamed for the dead-lock which is 
said to exist in Congress, retarding legis- 
lation of all kinds; he is blamed because a 
second lighting company wishes to oper- 
ate in Havana. The consideration of this 
franchise, more than anything else, is 
agitating Congress in these days. His is 
the blame, in a way, for the strike just 
passed. This has not been stated in any 
of the newspapers, but it has been indi- 
cated by the repeated gathering of the 
strikers in the open square in front of the 
palace, in order to gain audience with the 
President. 

His choice of Consul to this place, or 
that place, or the other, meets with harsh | 
criticism. “Who is this Sefior G: that 
the President is sending to Mexico?’’ some | 
Congressman inquires indignantly ‘He Is 
unknown; the people have no confidence 
in him, while my brother fought in the 
war, &c.’’ ‘*‘ Why is this obscule L. chosen 
as Consul to Greece? A man’ of prominence 
such as our friend Sefior M. ought to go,” 


and so on with half of the number named. 


But most of all the criticism is that he 
does not take a decided stand for some 
one of the three parties, It has not taken 
these three long to spring into existence. 
He is not with the Independents, nor the 
Nationals, nor the Republicans, but with 
them all; therefore, when he shows favor 
to any one of them the other two are 
aggrieved, As a consequence, none of them 
supports him and his policy. Some Cuban 


newspapers are urging him to choose a 
party and identify himself with it. That it 
is the only plan by which the Government 
can be successfully carried along; a 
desire to please all parties will but result in 
an aimless policy; some are referring to 


his various attitudes as the coats assumed 
for different occasicns. 

It is suggested that as certain party 
is in majority in both houses it would be 


a 





a most excellent plan to cast his fortunes 
with it, and in this way bring Congress 
and the Chief Executive into sympathy, so 
that fewer of the plans of the latter would | 
be defeated by the Congressional body. But 
more than all, the combination of the 
energy of the party and the conservative 
qualities of the President would probably 
be the means of building up a powerful 
party, which would be able to carry the 
nation in the right direction. These same 
persons agree that Cuba is but drifting 
now, aimlessly; that she can do nothing 
more until there is concerted action be- 


tween President and Congress. 

Whatever faults the Cuban papers have 
to find with him, they are political ones, 
for even his enemies admire him as a man. 
That the position is a trying one, and that 
doubted 


it is wearing on him, cannot be 

by anyone who has seen him and _ noticed 
the troubled look about his eyes. He takes 
more recreation than he did at first. Occa- 
sionally he goes to drive with his family, 


or to dine with one of the Ministers. Dur- 
ing the past week he has been the guest 
at dinner of both the English and Ameri- 
can Ministers. Not infrequently he and 
Mrs. Palma have guests at their own table,

NEW CUBAN MINISTER. 


Rafael Montoro to Represent the Re- 
public in England—The Pro- 
posed Loan.

WALLACK’S THEATRE 
FIFTY YEARS OLD 


| Anniversary Will Be Observed 
To-morrow Night. 


Third Amusement Place in New York 
to Bear the Name Is the Present 


Broadway House. 


To-morrow is the fiftieth anniversary of 
the opening of Wallack’s Theatre, in many 
respects the most celebrated of theatres in 
America. The anniversary that event 
will be observed at the theatre to-morrow 
night, where “Mrs. Jack" is now being 
presented. 

To mention the name of Wallack is to 
recall the period of some of the best actors 
that the American stage has known. And 
to tell well the story of the theatre would 
almost require the tracing of a major part 
of the history of the American stage. Since 
the early part of the eighteenth century, 
when New York's first playhouse existed 
somewhere down town, there have been 
built a hundred or more first-class theatres.

Later the theatre became the 
Star, and as such was used by many fam- 
ous people, notable among whom was 
Joseph Jefferson, who clung affectionately 
to it almost to the time of its demolition. 
Its site is now used for business purposes. 
Moving again, and for the last time, Wal- 
lack’s came to Broadway and Thirtieth 
Street in 1882, under the control of Lester 
Wallack. He opened it in January with 
“The School for Scandal.”” Mrs. Langtry’s 
American appearance was made _ there 
later. About 1888 Lester Wallack became 
financially involved, and the theatre was 
leased to A. M. Palmer, now manager for 
Richard Mansfield, who for a time gave it 
his own name. But after a time the old 
name was happily resumed. Palmer main- 
tained lessee’s control until about 1896. 

The theatre was bought shortly after the 
release of Lester Wallack by ‘Lheodore 
Moss, who died Juiy year ago. It 
now under the management of O. A. and 
Royal E. Moss. The theatre acquired some 
notoriety a few years ago during the court 
trial in which it was attempted to prove 
that Miss Nethersole’s ‘‘Sapho’’ was im- 
moral.

CANON LAW POINT IN _ 
ROSPIGLIOS! MARRIAGE. 


Catholic Clergyman Explains Attitude 
of Church in Cases Like That 
of the Princess. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—A dis- 
patch from Rome received a few days ago 
announced that the Princess Rospigliosi, an 
American woman, who formerly resided in 
this city, had again appealed to the Propa- 
ganda for annulment of her marriage con- 
tract with Frederick Parkhurst of Bangor, 
Me. The Princess Rospigliosi was a Miss 
Reid, and her marriage occurred in this 
city about fifteen years ago. Her efforts 
to secure annulment of the marriage con- 
tract is especialiy interesting to Catholics 
who married Protestants. 

The dispatch from Rome states that the 
toman Church is unwilling to hand down 
its decision for the reason that, if the 
appeal of the Princess be granted, it will 
annul thousands of marriages between 
Catholics and non-Catholics. It is further 
Stated in the dispatch that the lawyers for 
the Princess expect to secure annulment 
on the ground that there is of 
dispensation having been either granted or 
read in the Church at the time of the mar- 
riage, which, according to canon law is !n- 
dispensable, as Mr. Parkhurst was non- 
Catholic, 

A prominent Catholic clergyman of this 
city who was questioned about the conten- 
tion, said: ‘‘In the first place there is no 
such thing as an annulment of marriage 
in the Catholic Church. We rely solely upon 
that fundamental maxim of the Bible, 
‘What God hath joined together let no 
man put asunder,’ and a marriage contract 
that is once valid is valid for all time. 

“The question comes upon its original 
validity. It is not necessary to procure 
dispensation to validate a marriage be- 
tween a Catholic and non-Catholic, but it 
is absolutely necessary in a contract be- 
tween a Catholic and non-Christian. If it 
be proven that a union exists between a 
Catholic and a person who has been bap- 
tized in a Christian faith, that union is de- 
clared void from its very origin, and as 
such cannot be annulled. 

**In this regard the canon law is coin- 
cidental with the common law—that whici 
has never been valid cannot be declared 
invalid. I understand that Princess Rospi- 
gliosi intends to prove that her husband 
was a non-Christian. If she can do this, 
and the necessary dispensation is not pro- 
duced by her opponents, the Propaganda 
has no other course than to advise her or 
her freedom. 

‘As far as the statement that such a 
decision would nullify thousands of mar- 
riages in the United States is concerned 
that is all rot. Such cases as the one cited

THE GARDEN OF EDEN 


Theory of Prof. Tchoetensack on the Cradle of Mankind— 


Australia the Spot Where Man Developed 
His Brain. 


The ‘startling theory brought by Prof. 
Schoetensack of Heidelberg before the Ber- 
lin Anthropological Society at a recent 
meeting will, if accepted by science, 
@ return to the old belief of the 
man in one spot and explain the 
unity of the human race without 
to color. It is based on the reflection 
during the geological when, in 
evolution of mankind 
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THE ONLY SPOT, 
or immense 
island whi at very remote epochs and 
for varying riods appears to have had 
tnore than one connection with Southern 
Asia. region where man might 
have developed his faculties, safe from car- 
nivorous beasts, but surrounded with suf- 
ficient food. Australia has no carnivores 
large enough to endanger the existence of 
man. The dingo or Australian wild dog is 
not, indeed, as supposed, a recent arrival. 
bones have been discovered in very 
ancient deposits. But it is too small and 
weak to have destroyed pre-human man. 
One of the marsupials was also carnivor- 
ous, but neither large enough nor strong 
enough to have been at any time a danger. 
Pursuit of the giant and the small kanga- 
roo, the wombat, the larger and smaller 
marsupials and rodents would develop the 
running powers of a superior creature. 
Reptile and insect life is abundant; so is 
marine life along the coasts; while the 
honey bee of Australia has no sting and 
supplies food in large quantities. 

Australia has a climate suited to exist- 
ence in the open throughout the yea It 
stretches south many degrees from the 
equator. Its extretne dryness provides the 
materials for making fire easily, and its 
thunderstorms offer abundant examples of 
fire-making, whether the rubbing of the 
branches by the wind or the direct bolt of 
lightning ignites the dry wood. While it 
lacks the dense forests that would induce 
a@ race of climbing beasts to live in the 
trees and so keep both feet and hands 
ar it is pointed out with no little in- 
genulty that climbing the tall Australian 
trees after small game, eggs, and honey 
would assist in the development of just 
such feet as men possess, 
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MANKIND ONCE 


But this is only one among many obser- 
vations of the unity of mankind. The color 
of infants belonging to the white, yellow, 
and black races point to an original stock 
which was reddish or chestnut in the col- 
oration of skin and hair. Not only are the 
children of the whites of this hue when 
born, but so are the children of blacks, as 
Emin Pasha, Wood, and Schweinfurth have 
testified. When born the Kabyles of North 
Africa and Kaffirs of South Africa are 
most like European children in color. 
time the babies of different African stocks 
take to reach the color of their parents 
varies from a few days to several months. 
Pruner Bey not oniy noticed the similarity 
in color between negro and white babies, 
but says that the negro’s hair when born 
is ‘almost straight, having onl a slight 
curl at the New-born Soll of Indi- 
ans and Eskimos are also very like white 
babies.

that then occurred the opportunity for these 
reasoning creatures to develop their flat 
feet, their hairless skin, their brain, and 
other human characteristics unmolested by 
carnivorous foes. The period he fixes on 
is the Pliocene. At the same time other 
animals were isolated in Australia which 
have no external pouch into to put 
their early born, and so from the 
general run of Australian creatures, name- 
ly, the wild dog and various rodents which 
are true placental animals and do not fol- 
low the fashion of maturing their young 
external pouches common to the o; 
kangaroos, and other marsupials. The 
tlary, during which the human rac« 
have been developing, had too many 
animals in Asia to permit the inferenc« 
mankind developed there.

President Cantor has decided to estab- 
lish three “‘ Isles of Safety.”” One is to 
be around the Washington Statue -in 
Union Square, another is to be in Madi- 
son Square, and. the third in Long Acre 
Square. The idea of an “ Isle of Safety” 
{s not exactly new to New York. 

Secretary Frederick S. Lamb of the 
Municipal. Art Society has described the 
project as follows: 

“The idea of an ‘Isle of Safety’ is to 
divide traffic, so that there may be es- 
tablished in this country the custom ex- 
isting jn countries of the Old World of 
keeping to the right of the road. The 
safety of pedestrians is greatly increased 
by the introduction of the ‘Isle of Safe- 
ty’ in crowded centres. 


“It is also the object of the society, 
while studying the utilitarian necessities 


of the city, to introduce a public fixture 
which will be an object of beauty and 
admiration. When West Street was wi- 
dened, it was discovered that the lives of 
pedestrians were endangered by reckless 
driving. It became necessary to pro- 
vide some means of safety, and tempo- 
rary ‘Isles of Safety’ introduced, 
as, for example, at the Erie Railway sta- 
tion at the foot of Chambers Street 
There wooden ‘Isles of Safety,’ with 
necessary guard to prevent the 
trucks from encroaching, have been fast- 
ened in the asphalt, and in 
hours are a source of great convenience 
to the traveling public. 

The ‘ Isles of Safety’ to be introduced 
in the up-town sections of the city will of 
necessity be somewhat long and narrow. 
An idea of what the society seeks to ac- 
complish can be gained any afternoon 
by a person walking up Fifth Avenue. 
At Twenty-third Street a policeman will 
be seen standing in the middle of the 
street dividing the traffic to the right 
and the left, acting as a human ‘Isle of 
Safety’ for the pedestrians who desire 
to cross. 

“ Other congested points considered by 
the society are at Fourteenth Street and 
Fifth Avenu’, Forty- second Street and 
Fifth Avenue, and Thirty-fourth Street 
and Fifth Avenue. If the plan as pro- 
posed by the Municipal Art Society Is 
successful, it would be possible to carry 
the system to minor streets.” 

“Isles of Safety’ have been used dur- 
ing the last twenty years in Paris, Buda- 
pest, Vienna, and many other Continent- 
al cities.

appearance of the Filipinos, it may be re 
plied that the Malays show no signs of dy: 
ing out in the British possessions, thougt 
they do not multiply at any alarming rate 
and, further, that no artificial props car‘ 
serve to shore up a people doomed to ex: 
tinction. Such things are governed by ar 
nexorable law of nature, the operation 
of which may seem cruel, and may excite 
our human sympathies for its victims, but 
a law, none the less, against which the 
strategy of politicians cannot in the ‘end 
pre |; for, do what we will, the unfit will 
perish and the fitter will thrive and multl- 
ply. The hope that education will work 
miracles, transforming the Filipino into an 
American, is based upon a radical misun- 
derstanding of the Oriental, and especially 
the Malayan, character. 

The color of the Filipino’s skin is not 
more unlike that of his white brother thar 
is the whole cast in which nature hag 
molded him. It is not a.difference in de- 


gree, which might pogge susceptible te 
but a dffference in kind, 


amelioration, 
which is beyond the reach of any. human 
igency. Those who are acquainted with 
the Malayan race, with its character; 
genius, limitations, and good and bad qual. 
ities, those who find most to love and most 
to admire in this people are still compelled 
to admit that the Malay has not in him 
any of the elements which make his trans- 
formation into a European, no matter in 
what length of time or by the aid of what 
system of training, anything but the veri- 
est dream of the arm-chair philanthropist. 
Sooner or later the Americans will be 
obliged, however reluctantly, to recognize 
this truth; and they must then decide 
hether they will suffer the Filipino to ga 
his own way, and to die out in peaceful ine 
lence, if that be the decree of nature, 
whether they will persevere in a course 
foredoomed to failure, which can only irri+ 
tate the native population, and will never 
lead to the development of the Philippines. 
It is always sad to have to relegate a pret- 
theory to the lumber room sacred to 
igs unpractical, but there is no room 
doubt that at the present time the 
United States is embarked upon a hopeless 
enterprise, and that the ultimate salvation 
of the Philippines is to be sought not in a 
futile attempt to revolutionize the nature 
of its inhabitants, but in supplying the 
qualities they lack by permittla ng the im- 
migration of the industrious ‘and thrifty 
Chinese.—London Times.

| AMERICAN LEAGUE HERE ! TENNIS PLAYERS STILL ACTIVE. 


Another Baseball Team Proposed 
for New York Next Season. 


BIG ORGANIZATIONS AT WAR 


Players Said to Have Been Signed for 
the Team That Will Play in 


the Bronx. 


As the present baseball season draws to a 
close interest is turned from the pennant 
race to the war between the National and 
American Leagues. In the National League 
Pittsburg has already won the champion- 
ship for the second time. In all probabil- 
ity: the Brooklyns will finish second. A 
short time ago it was a fierce fight between 
Chicago and Brooklyn for the next place to 
Pittsburg, but now Boston leads the West- 
ern club in the percentage column. 

But if the clubs in the National League 
are so widely apart at the end of the sea- 
son, it is not so with those of the Ameri- 
can League. In that organization the first 
five clubs are so close together that a few 
games either way would change their 
standing. The Philadelphia Athletics are 
now in the lead, St. Louis second, and Bos- 
ton, Chicago, and ,Cleveland follow in the 
order named. Cleveland, which is the 
strongest batting club in either League, 
has been handicapped in its Philadelphia 
games by the fact that Lajole, and its 
heaviest hitters could not play there, ow- 
ing to legal complications. 

There never was a baseball horizon so 
full of promise as it is to-day. This rosy 
hue of affairs obtains particularly with 
the players. The merry war now being so 
fiercely waged between the National and 
American Leagues is the lever which is 
lifting the players’ salaries as they have 
never been lifted before. 

When a ball player’s services are valued 
at $6,600 for a season's work, there is cer- 
tainly rich financial reward for the man 
who can field and bat. That is the salary 
paid by the Cleveland Club to Lajoie. And 
every other player who naturally thinks 
himself able to play as good a game as 
the French Canadian considers that he, too, 
is worth a like princely price. 

Had it not been for the American League 
and its persistent bids for the best men, 
Lajoie would not have received such a sal- 
ary. 

The American League is still offering big 
money for star players and its rivals of the 
National Association are no way behind in 
the bidding. 

All this has created a boom in salaries. It 
has kept the men alive to the value of their 
services, and every player of the first rank 
is holding out for bigs and will not sign 
contracts for next season until he has re- 
ceived the last offer. 

Christy Mathewson, the New York’s pitch- 
er, is a case in point. He has been told that 
he might write his own contract, but per- 
sistently delays to sign. 

In this battle between the ‘rival 
among the club owners such men as these 
and Flick and Delehanty and other stars 
ot a like magnitude are wanted at almost 
any price by the rivals, and they will cer- 
tainly hold out to the highest bidder. There 
seems unlimited money in both organiza- 
tions, and it will be freely spent. 

There were rumors afloat that a compro- 
mise might be affected between the Amer- 
ican and National Leagues, but those in 
authority are very reticent and nothing 
definite can be learned. But from the out- 
look at present, it looks as if the war would 
be fought all through next season. 

One thing is certain, that, out of this 
intense rivalry will grow a revival of base- 
ball such as the couritry has never seen. 
And it is highly probable that New York 
will have a better team than it has had in 
many years. 

John McGraw, Captain-manager of the 
New Yorks, is still busy trying to sign star 
players, Like the rest of those interested, 
McGraw will not say anything of a positive 
nature, but it is pretty certain now that 
he has signed Elberfeld, shortstop of De- 
troit; Mertes, left field of Chicago, and 
Fultz, centre field of the Philadelphia team 
McGraw did say that he had secured the 
best shortstop in the business. That state- 
ment points to Elberfeld. It is well known 
that McGraw has been after Lajoie, Flick, 
and Delehanty. What these players have 
done in the matter remains a sealed book. 

But, while McGraw is after men in the 
American League, the magnates in that or- 
ganization are tempting New York players 
with big salaries to desert this city and 
play elsewhere. Whatever the outcome of 
this dickering may be, New York will see 
some first-class ball playing next season. 
There is every reason now to suppose that 
an American team will be placed in this 
city. Those behind the scheme claim that 
grounds can be secured in the Bronx, a 
short distance south of Borough Hall. 

The statement has been repeatedly made 
that Horace Fogel of Philadelphia, whd 
managed the New Yorks at the beginning 
of the present season, would manage the 
American team here. This, Mr. Fogel has 
denied, stating that the idea was

mark he made to Secretary Frederick 
Knowles of the New York Club. 

‘*“Mr. Knowles said to me,” said Mr. 
Fogel, *‘ that ne was sorry I was no longer 
with the New York team. I replied that I 
might be with them again in baseball 
the near future, but not as manager of 
Mr. Freedman’'s zlub. Out of that remark,” 
continued Mr. Fogel, ‘* grew the statement 
that I was to manage an American team 
in New York.”’ 

New York has always been a liberal pat- 
ron of the game, and will gladly support 
two clubs. ‘lhere is every reason to 
lieve. that the statements made by those 
interested that if a rival to the National 
League is placed in this city its team will 
be one of the strongest aggregations ever 
put together.

Another statement has been made that 
the manager of the New York team has 
heen appointed by President Ban Johnson, 
and that he is Clark Griffith, the Chicago 
pitcher. Griffith has been the most effi- 
cient worker ‘tn the American League for 
twe vears. He was reported as signing 
players wherever he could find them for 
the proposed New York team, and has been 
offering flattering salaries. It is also 
stated that it is Griffith who is responsible 
for Mathewson’'s delay in signing with the 
New York ciub., 

While all this talk of two clubs in Man- 
hattan is going the rounds, Ned Hanlon is 
quietly working to strengthen the Brook- 
lyn team. This will place three nines in 
Greater New York. And New York is not 
only able but willing to support two teams. 
Baseball owners know full well that this is 
the banner city in the bastball circuit. 
Even with .a‘team playing so poorly as 
New York has, particularly before the ad- 
vent of McGraw and his Baltimore play- 
ers, the Polo (irosunds was so liberally pat- 
ronized that the New York club began to 
make morey over and above all expenses 
before the Fourth of July. When McGraw 
was brought here and the New York pat- 
rons of the game began to realize that 
they were at last to have a team that could 
and would play ball, the Polo Grounds was 
almost packed to the capacity. And at the 
same time the Brooklyn team was making 
money. 

This is a big citv, even above the Har- 
lem River, and with a team in The Bronx 
there is no question of its being well pat- 
ronized. Those who invest their money in 
baseball are the best judges of its draw- 
ing capacity, and the anxisty of the Ameri- 
can League to place a nine representing it 
in this city is proof that it will pay.

He has_ been 
traveling with his father, Louis C. Grant 
the police lawyer, and together they have 
been doing splendid work in both Scotland 
and Ireland, and also in one or two of 
the tournaments in Great Britain near the 
border line. He won the Northern cham- 
pionship of Scotland, and in the play in 
the Elgin tournament, also in Scotland, 
Wylie C. Grant beat Capt. Doig of Elgin 
by three sets to love, the scores being 
7j—5,.6—3, 9-7. Throughout the entire tour 
of Ireland, Scotland, and Great Britain 
Wyle C. Grant has given a capital ac- 
count of himself, and he has virtually 
guaranteed his appearance on the courts 
there next year to defend several of the 
trophies that he has won.

THE SECRETIVE SEMINOLES. 


Conceal the Number Still Surviving in 
the Everglades of Florida. 


Mrs. Moore-Wilson, who made a study of 
the subject, says: ‘‘ From the best obtain- 

le sources there were in the year 1859 
only 112 Indians left in Florida. In 1880, 
by actual count, as reported by the Smith- 
sonian Institution, the Seminoles of Florida 
numbered 208. According to data gotten 
from the Indians themselves, the tribe to- 
day (1896) numbers nearly 600.’ To this we 
may add that in 1884 the Senate Committee 
on Indian Affairs asked the question of 
three Floridians supposed to be most fully 
capable of giving the facts. One answered 
200, and one 300. The cersus of 
1900 guesses the number at about 500. 

The truth is, no white man knows. The 
Indians carefully conceal such knowledge 
as they think might be useful to the Gov- 
ernment in any attempt at removal, and it 
is mainly for this reason tha®@ they refuse 
an allowance, which must be preceded by a 
count. They have no confidence in the good 
faith or good intentions of either thé State 
or Nation—they remember that no treaty 
has been kept, no promise regarded, and 
they prefer to remain hidden so far as_ they 
may, A few white men have gained their 
confidence, but these imbibe the distrust of 
the Indian, as they prefer the ways of the 
uncivilized to our progress.—Jacksonville 
(Fla.) Times-Union.

ROME, Aug. 26.—Capt. Luigi Montani of 
the steamship Sardegna, which has just 
arrived at Naples from the United States 
with a large number of emigrants on board, 
recounts an extraordinary story of advent- 
ure, Shortly after entering the Gulf 
Stream, near the Mexican Gulf, a suspi- 
cious-looking brigantine hove in sight, from 
which plercing cries were heard proceeding. 
Capt. Montani immediately gave orders for 
pursuit, and under a threat of sinking the 
vessel brought her to a halt. He then 
armed his crew, boarded the strange craft, 
and began to search the vessel. 

It proved to be a pirate ship. Twenty- 
five pirates, who sought to slink away in 
small boats, were surrounded by an over- 
whelming force, and captured. They were 
all Caribbean negroes or Creoles. Two 
beautiful girls were discovered bound to 
the timbers of the ship, with their mouths 
gagged, and on being freed they had a 
heart-rending story of brutality to tell. The 
brigantine had been seized by these pirates, 
who wounded the original crew and the 
Captain, whose guests the girls were, and 
threw them overboard. The pirates there- 
upon steered the vessel, which had a large 
sargo of she-goats, toward the Antilles. 

Capt. Montani ends by saying that he 
transferred the pirates to the Sardegna, 
kept them ‘in irons, and made for Boston, 
where he delivered them over to the Ameri- 
can authorities.—London Chronicle.

Speaking at the commemoration dinner 
of the Baldwin Locomotive Works at Phil- 
adelphia on the occasion of the completion 
of the twenty-thousandth locomotive, Ed- 
ward Atkinson, the Boston economist, had 
the temerity to ask his hosts if Locomotive 
No. 20,000 could convert into work more 
than 5 or 6 per cent. of the potentlal en- 
ergy of the coal which it used as fuel, and 
if it did not waste more than ¥0 per cent. 
of that energy, adding these significant 
words: * The doom of the stationary steam 
engine is written on the walls of the great 
works in which gas engines are now being 
made. I doubt if the locomotive can eyer 
carry a gas-producing plant on its tender, 
else the doom of the steam locomotive 
would also be written.” 

The Boston philosopher evidently had in 
mind the stationary gas engine, which gen- 
erally uses Uluminating gas, and evidently 
was ignorant of the fact that a gas-produc- 
ing plant is not essential to the operation 
of the vapor engines which are now so.gen- 
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erally used in automobiles and small 
yachts, which produce their gas by the vol- 
atilization of a light fluid, such as gaso- 
line or alcohol, or he doubtless would have 
made his prediction entirely general and 
would have applied it to every form of 
steam motor. 

As a matter of fact, the superior economy 
of the mobile gas motor over the mobile 
steam engine is just as marked as in 
the case of the stationary motors of the 
same two classes, being about twice as 
great in either case, and for light propul- 
sion on either water or land the gas motor 
already has -practically superseded the 
steam motor. So economical and almost 
automatic in its operation has the marine 
as engine been made that thousands are 
nstalled in sailing yachts every year for 
auxiliary power, and a small steam launch 
is now seldom seen.

At present, despite its greater efficiency, 
its fuel is so much more expensive than 
that of the steam engine, that its scope is 
necessarily limited to comparatively light 
work. When a cheap and satisfactory fuel 
for it shall have been invented, the gas 
engine may displace the steam ‘engine in 
every field of power production.

A. A. U. Annual Competitions to be 
Held at Travers Island. 








HIGH-CLASS ENTRIES RECEIVED 





A Number of Good Old-Timers Will 
Contest—Canadian and British Ath- 
letes Will Be on Hand. 





The forthcoming National championships 
of the Amateur Athletic Union of the 
United States give promise of being the 
most interesting competitions ever given by 
the parent body, and for the first time in 
a great many years other sections than the 
Metropolitan district will be represented. 
Thomas F. Riley, the New England mem- 
ber of the Championship Committee, has 
promised to send on a team of New Eng- 
land athletes, including McVicar, the New 
England five-mile champion.

which was the last year he competed. 
Therefore it will be six years since Mr. 
Gray has put a shot in a championship 
event. The following is a list of the 
American records held by him: 

Twelve-pound shot, 55 feet 2 inches; 14- 
pound shot, 51 feet 5% inches; 16-pound 
shot, 47 feet; 18-pound shot, 41 feet 9% 
inches; 2l-pound shot, 39 feet 1% inches;

The career of the Knickerbocker Athletic 
Club, formerly the Manhattan Athletic 
Club, has been fraught with many sur- 
prises and sensations. Ten years ago, as the 
Manhattan Athletic Club, its membership~ 
included champion performers in many 
branches of sport. Then it was in its palmy 
and something like 2,000 members 
were on the active membership lst. Then 
the tide of prosperity turned, and the sport- 
loving following of former days dwindled ~ 
away until only a handful of men re- 
mained. As the Manhattan Athletic Club 
it failed, and Adrian Iselin, who had_ 
built the $700,000 clubhouse, took hold of its 
management in the Winter of 1894-95. Then 
Henry Genslinger assumed responsibilities

ONE REVERSE AFTER ANOTHER 

For a time seemed as if the Knicker- 
bockers would overcome the hoodoo which 
had taken up a sort of permanent abode in 
the handsome house.

This decision, which marks the beginning 
of a new use for the great building, is said 
to be but one more step in the plan of con- 
ducting a proprietary club scheme, such as 
J. Herbert Ballantine contemplated when 
he assumed control of the building and all 


of its appurtenances, including the well- 
equipped track and field of the club, which 
had been acquired from the old New Jer- 
sey Athletic Club at Bayonne, N. J. His 
idea was to have all of the paraphernalia 
and appliances of a first-class athletic 
club merged with a high-grade hotel, in 
which a man might reside and also find ‘ex- 
ercise and social enjoyment without the 
necessity of attaching himself to an oeor- 
ganization of any kind. 

Perhaps the club would not have been 
forced into the present situation but for 
the unsavory prominence which was at- 
tached to it several years ago in a cele- 
brated murder trial. That hurt the club 
to a considerable degree, and it had just 
begun to again make headway when the 
failure of its backer necessitated the 
change to the present basis. 


CHECKERED HISTORY OF BUILDING, 


The athletic careers of the clubs that 
have been identified with the present quar- 
ters, which is one of the finest in the world 
used for athletic purposes, was outlined 
yesterday by James E. Sullivan, the Secre- 
tary of the Amateur Athletic Union, and 
closely connected with both Mr.. Ballantine 
and the Knickerbocker Athletic Club He 
said: 

“The building was erected in 1890 and 
was occupied in the following year by the 
Manhattan Athletic Club. They were then 
in the heyday of their glory. They had 
such world-famous athletes as Lon E. 
Meyers, the greatest runner this country 
has ever produced; A. B. George, and Harry 
Fredericks, the long-distance runners; C, 
A. J. Queckberner, champion at the 
weights; Edward Lang, the walker; Peter 
Skillman, another distance runner; Morti- 
mer Remington, the champion quarter 
miler; Al Copeland, at the hurdles; Fred 
Westing and Luther Carey, the sprinters 
Frank Lembrecht, the weight thrower, ca 
Malcolm Ford, who held the all-around 
title for several years. It was the first 
club to interest itself in international com- 
petitions. Lon Meyers and Eugene Merrill 
were the first to sport its colors abroad. 
"hen Frank Murray led a transatlantic 
team and several others followed. The 
Manhattans certatinly deserve the credit of 
working up the international competitions 
and making it understood in England that 
the American records were authentic. The 
New York Athletic.Club recruited from the 
ranks of their rival and a period of depres- 
sion ended by the Manhattans giving up. 
About five years ago the Knickerbocker 
Athletic Club took hold of the property, 
and they have done splendid work. Last 
year the cherry diamond athletes won the 
championship at the Pan-American Expo- 
sition games in the Stadium at Buffalo. 
This was duplicated one week ago at 
Celtic Park, Long Island. City, when the 
Knickerbocker team won the Spaulding 
Point Trophy over the New York Athletic’ 
Club at the Metropolitan Amateur Ath- 
letic Union championships, J, S. Mitchell, 
under their colors, broke the record with 
the fifty-six pound weight throw, and John 
R. De Witt and W. 8S. Edwards accom- 
plished excellent results in their respective’ 
specialties—the hammer-throw and the 
short distance runs. 

‘The object will now be to make thé 
elub a popular place for those who wish to” 
take physical exercise. Schoolboys will 
have a special time set aside for them, an@ 
in every way I believe the movement will 
meet with public approval.. The athletic 
teams will be held together, and in all fut- 
ure events will represent the Knickerbock- 
er Athletic Club as an organization.’’ 


DETAILS OF NEW PLAN. 


Under the new arrangement Mr. Stoll, 
who has heretofore acted as Steward of the 
club, will take full charge of the building. 
The gymnasium, theatre, billiard room, 
natatorium, banquet hall, restaurant, rae- 
quet, squash, and handball courts, shooting 
gallery, bowling alleys, and all other de- 
partments of the building will hereafter 
be at the service of any person sufficiently 
interested in »these pastimes to seek the 
building whenever the fancy strikes him. 
All of the instructors now in the employ of 
the club will be retained. George Bothner, 
the middleweight change Xion wrestler of the 
world, will continue in his department, 
William Elmer will act as boxing instruct- 
or, and Alexander Meffert will have charge 
of the swimming and baths. 

The rooms on the second floor of the club- 
house will be strictly reserved for members 
of the Knickerbocker Athletic Club, and, 
with the addition of a swimming club now 
being organized by James E. Sullivan, the 
club organization will still be retained in 
part. As to the real fate, ultimately, of the 
icCnickerbocker athletic team, there still re- 
mains some doubt.

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REPUBLICAN STATE 
TICKET VACANCY 


Secretary of State McDonough 
Refuses Renomination. 


Says He Must Be in a Better Position, 
if the Party Wants His Services— 
No Other Name Mentioned. 


Secretary of State John T. McDonough 
has put a large-sized crack in the Repul™ 
lican slate for the State ticket by refusing 
to accept a renomination. He came from 
Albany yesterday and went to the Hoffman 
House. 

“I have been Secretary of State long 
enough,”’ he said when asked about his in- 
tentions, “If I am to serve the Republican 
Party, the service must be in a better po- 
sition. At my profession I can do better 
than I am doing now. I will not accept a 
renomination. I am a Republican, and I 
will do all I can to aid the ticket. I honor 
Gov. Odell, and I will aid him in every way 
possible.” 

‘Did you see Secretary McDonough to- 
day?’’ Senator Platt was asked last even- 
ing. 

**I did,’ the Senator replied. 

“Did he tell you he would not accept a 
renomination?” 

** He did.” 

** Did he state his reasons? 

‘“‘He said he thought he had filled the 
office of Secretary of State long enough; 
that if. he was to continue in the office- 
holding service of the party he ought to 
have something better. He stated, too, 
that he could make more money in the 
practice of his profession. I tried to con- 
vince him that he ought to accept a re- 
nomination, but he would not consent to 
do so, I regard his refusal as final.’

With feminine instinct, the girl 
grabbed the most helpless tot lying amid 
the fire, while the boy caught Chester up 
in his arms and bade Eddie, the culprit, fol- 
low, which he did, holding fast to his res- 
cuer’s coat. 

Policemen and passersby were by that 
time running from all directions. Ganun, 
helped by Hogan, was the first up the 
porch. Hogan went after him, and to- 
gether they plunged into the smoke-filled 
attic. They found two boys clasped in each 
other’s arms beneath a bed, nearly suffo- 
cated. They were unable to help them- 
selves; and Ganun cilmbed down the porch, 
while Hogan dropped them to him one after 


the other. They quickly revived in the fresh 
air and with restoratives provided by 
neighbors. Mrs. Stephens continued in hys- 
terics for some time after she found her- 
self with her children all safe about her in 
the street before their ruined home, while 
Lillie Conlon and Robert Smith were 
paraded through the crowd as a_ heroine 
and hero, but bore their honors modestly. 
Only one person was badly hurt. This 
was Abraham Minz, ten years old, who 
lives at Intervale Avenue and One Hundred 
and Sixty-seventh Street. He was high up 
in a grape arbor in the rear of the Ste- 
phens house, helping himself to the fruit, 
when the fire started. In his hurry to get 
down he fell about ten feet, breaking his 
right arm. He was taken home, The total 
damage to building and contents is esti- 
mated at $3,000. The destruction would 
have been complete had the fire happened 
a little later in the day, as notice had been 
served on the residents of the neighbor- 
hood that the water was to be turned off 
temporarily at 1 o'clock in the afternoon. 


FIRE DAPARTMENT NOZZLES 
STOLEN FROM POLO GROUNDS. 


They Had Been Loaned, According to 
Deputy Chief Ryan, by Order 
of Scannell.

A theft which has occasioned much dis- 
cussion among the members of the Police 
and Fire Departments was reported yester- 
day by Chief Eugene Terpenny of the Thir- 
teenth Battalion to Fire Commissioner 
Sturgis and referred by him to Commis- 
sioner Partridge for further investigation. 

Early last Sunday morning, Chief Ter- 
penny reported, the office of the Polo 
Grounds was broken open and two nozzles 
bearing the mark of the New York Fire 
Department stolen. The fact that these 
nozzles were less valuable, and, because of 
their ownership marks, would be more dif- 
ficult to dispose of than a nozzle and a re- 
ducer belonging to the Polo Grounds, which 
were left behind, makes the burglary rath- 
er mysterious. The nozzles taken were 
those which Chief Croker, at the trial of 
Deputy Chief Ryan, declared had been 
loaned by Ryan to the Polo Grounds, as he 
said, under order of Mr. Scannell as Fire 
Commissioner. 

Chief Terpenny in his report to the Com- 
missioner says h2 directed Fireman Argue, 
who is always detailed at the grounds when 
baseball garses 2re in progress, to investi- 
gate as soon as the burglary was brought 
to his attention. Argue had reported that 


he found that the catch which holds the 
lock on the door of the office had been 
ripped off, and the screws scattered about 
the floor, The other nozzle and the re- 
ducer, the property of the tenants, were in 
the same locker from which the Fire De- 
partinent nozzles were taken. 

Terpenny's report was forwarded to Mr. 
Partridge with a request appended by the 
Fire Commissioner that he give the matter 
his immediate attention. 


BILGE GAS EXPLOSION. 


One Man Working on Pontoon Is Killed 
and Another Seriously Injured. 





One man was killed and another serious- 
ly injured yesterday by an explosion of 
bilge gas in a pontoon used as a portable 
bridge at the Lackawanna Railroad coal 
docks at the foot of Fourteenth Street, Jer- 
sey City. Anton Matison of 717 Newark 
Avenue was killed and his companion, Nel- 
son Monson, forty-five years old, of 213 
Monroe Street, Hoboken, was badly hurt. 

The pontoon had been leaking and Mati- 
son and Monson were sent into the hold to 
make the necessary repairs. They removed 
the hatch and descended, Monson carrying 
a lighted torch. They had scarcely reached 
the bottom of the ladder when the explo- 
sion occurred. The pontoon was wrecked 


and sank, carrying Matison with it. It is 
believed that he was killed outright.

hatch and fell on the pier beside which the 
pontoon was lying. His clothing had taken 
fire and he was badly burned before the 
flame could be extinguished.

Unlike the 
other Bermuda fish at the Aquarium, 
these new arrivals are very demure as to 
dress, being about the same shade as 
our small-mouthed bass, and having no 
special markings to speak of. Their 
most noticeable characteristic seems to 
be a continual desire to balance on their 
heads at the bottom and in the corners 
of their tank. 

Another new exhibit of special interest 
is three specimens of the red grouper in 
a tank on the upper tier. Aside from 
the fact that they are somewhat rare 
and are the only specimens of that par- 
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ticular variety ever shown at the Aqua- 
rium, they have an added interest to stu- 
dents of aquaria in that they were taken 
with a trolling hook from the deck of the 
Esperanza off the coast of Yucatan by 
Purser Pierce on his last voyage to this 
port. 

It is rarely that fishes taken in this 
way can be preserved alive for exhibi- 
tion in aquaria, but Purser Pierce, hav-

If the searchlights in our coast defenses 
are to remain effective during an extended 
engagement they must be well protected by 
rapid-fire guns, capable of subjecting the 
gunners afloat to the same disconcerting 
conditions as they now suffer. 

The deplorable accident at Fort Wright, 
in which one man was killed and two seri- 
ously wounded by the premature discharge 
of one of the 12-inch guns, shows that in 
mimic warfare rapidity of fire from the 
large guns can only be attained at the sac- 
rifice of safety. It will not do to slur over 
nor omit any of the customary operations 
entailed by the use of loose ammunition. 

This last eccident appears to have been 
caused by a piece of the powder bag from 


a previous round which remained smolder-* 


ing in the bore. Upon the breach being 
opened for the insertion of the next round 
the admission of the air probably caused it 
to burst ‘nto flames and to ignite the new 
charge before the breach could be locked. 


BLANK AMMUNITION. 


Paradoxical as the statement sounds, the 
firing of blank ammunition is far more 
dangerous than firing the regular service 
rounds. We ofteh hear of the arms of 
gunners being blown off when firing 
salutes from the old-fashioned muzzle load- 
ing guns at Fourth of July celebrations, 
and the average layman generally ascribes 
the cause to the age of the piece. Except 


when the gun actually bursts this reason is | 


totally wrong, the real one being the same 
as in the 12-inch gun at Fort Wright. 

When the blank charges are used only a 
fraction of the regular service pressure is 
developed by the powder, as it is opposed 
by merely a column of air the length of 
the bore instead of the heavy projectile. 
The pressure being low the temperature of 
the burning powder gases is correspond- 
ingly decreased, resulting in not only the 
powder bag not’ being entirely consumed, 
but burning grains of powder often remain- 
ing in the bottom of the bore. 

With the breech-loading guns the inser- 
tion of a projectile puts out any flame in 
the powder chamber, should there be any 
unconsumed matter there, and also cuts off 
the supply of oxygen from the muzzle, so 
that upon closing the breech there is not 
the same tendency for smoldering particles 
to burst into flame as when no shell is 
used. In large guns, that is all those using 
loose ammunition, the rear of the bore 
must be carefully sponged after each shot. 

Some of the fine records for rapidity of 
fire made in this country and abroad have 
been obtained by omitting the operation of 
sponging, reliance being had upon the 
celerity of the gunner in closing the breech 
before the charge should ignite. The reg- 
ular rapid-fire guns use “ fixed ammuni- 
tion,’”’ the powder being contained in the 
brass cartridge case, which is automatically 
withdrawn on opening the breech. With 
ammunition of this character no sponging 
is required.

TheGo vernment Making Every Effort to Create a Nation of Sharpshooters—Free Ammuni- 
tion and Transportation—Popular Proficiency’ with Gun and Revolver Now 
Sought For as Result of Boer War—Claim That 500,000 Sharp- 
shooters Could Be Put in the Field Against Americans.

GOVERNMENT'S: INITIATIVE. 


Shortly after the Boer war opened and 
the deadly work of the fine marksmen was 
demonstrated, Canada began to pay more 
attention to the matter of rifle practice. 
As the war progressed, and the prowess of 
the Dutch with their rifles became more a 
general subject of comment, Canada 
flamed up and the ‘rifle ranges began to 
be patronized.

It is not the regular soldiers nor 
militia in Canada that this work fs 
fined to, but the business men generally— 
the very class from which the fighting men 
must be drawn if Canada is 
upon suddenly to defend her 
United States. The Govern- 
ment supplies all the ammunition, rifles, 
and equipment, and special instructors. 
Many cities where large rifle ranges are 
located provide a part of the transportation 
of rifle teams and the railroads provide a 
very low rate.

SOME RECORD SHOOTING. 


At the annual contest of the Ontario Rifle 
Association the last week of August at the 
Long Branch range there were some three 
hundred men present from all over Canada. 
British Columbia sent a crack team, 4s 
did Halifax on the East, Over $4,000 was 
distributed in cash prizes and much in 
trophies. In the 1,200-yard target work, 
where a man was expected to fire six shots 
without using his magazine, in forty-five 
seconds, scores of 96,out of a possible 100 
were the rule. The bull’s-eye of the target 
is about sixteen inches in diameter, and at 
1,200 yards resembles more the bottom of 
a small oyster can. 

Bull’s eyes were frequent by such men as 
Capt. Elliott, Twelfth Regiment; Sergeant 
Graham, Forty-eighth; Private McLaren, 
Forty-eighth, and Sergeant Major Richard- 
son, Fifth Artillery. These men tied with 
a score of 96, and in the shoot-off two more 
ties of bull's eyes resulted. This work was 
done in a high wind and a fierce sun. 
Quartermaster Sergeant McVittie of the 
Highlanders and Capt. Buckley of the 
Thirty-second Regiment tied in the same 
shoot with a score of 94. In this contest, 
in which there were seventy-six entries, 
there was not a shot fired that would not 
have struck a space as large as the trunk 
of a man. 

In other words, in these 478 shots, all 
fired in a space of forty-five seconds, each 
would have either killed a soldier or placed 
him out of the firing line. Again in a 
match at 500 yards of five shots each, with 
ninety-six entries, the following made five 
straight bull’s eyes: Capt. Tom Mitchell, 
Lieut. W. L. Ross, and Sergt. Boyles. Capt. 
Mitchell is the most famous shot in Can- 
ada. He makes bull’s-eyes as far as he 
can see his target. With the revolver at 
twenty-five yards Capt. Mitchell, Major 
Higgins, and Capt. Mercer, out of five 
shots, made five bull’s-eyes. Some of these 
shoot-offs of ties promised to continue 
indefinitely, as each man made centre 
shots repeatedly until the money was di- 
vided. 

These men from all over Canada 
being taught daily, not only to shoot, 
what is still more important, as proved by 
the deadly work of the Boers, to estimate 
distances and the wind. In this is nine- 
tenths of the work of the marksman, 

If the occasion arises, here is a mobile 
force of sharpshooters that would make 
a terrible struggle against the men of the 
States. The north temperate zone of the 
Western Hemisphere seems to breed men 
who can handle the rifle and pistol, and 
who can face the shell and the steel, but 
recent developments on the battlefield show 
that accuracy is the chief reliance of 
armies of to-day. Canada is inferior to the 
United States in men, though not in metal, 
and they offset numbers right now by 
superior proficiency with rifles.

TO TAX BACHELORS 


The New Proposal in France—Extraordinary Law Now 
im Ooeration m Argentina—A Sliding Scale to Compel 


Matrimony. 


HE bill just introduced into the lower 7 twentieth year. 


house of the French Parliament pro- 

posing a tax on bachelors, as an in- 
centive to matrimony, calls attention once 
more to the numerous former attempts that 
have been made to convert the confirmed 
celibate into a benedict by coercive meas- 
ures. 

The proposition to tax bachelors is not al- 
together new. It has made its appearance 
in a number of different shapes, but it was 
left to a South American republic—the Ar- 
gentine Federation—to put it to a practical 
and, as has been claimed, unsuccessful test. 
Taxation, however, is not the only coercive 
method which has been employed or sug- 
gested at different times for the diminution 
of bachelordom. 

Some years ago, for instance, it was pro- 
posed in Germany that every celibate of- 
ficial in the lower grades of the Empire’s 
marry. But as

sory treatment was necessary to stimulate 
matrimony, and the scheme fell through. 
In mediaeval times there was a King, whose 
dominions being depleted of population by 
war and pestilence, ordered every young 
man in-his kingdom to marry, granting 
special privileges to those who complied, 
and imposing severe penalties on those who 
tried to avoid their sad fate. 

A few centuries later, one of the half mad 
Mohammedan rulers of the East. issued an 
edict ordering the decapitation of every of- 
ficial who within a given time had not 
espoused at least four wives. The Alder- 
man of one of the New England towns who 
a few days ago introduced an ordinance 
into the City Council proposing that all the 
bachelors in the municipality employ be 
obliged to marry or lose their jobs, shows 
that even in this free country the poor 
celibate is having a hard time of it. 

But undoubtedly one of the most novel 
and determined efforts to drive the bahe- 
lor to matrimony or suicide is the law 
which has been promulgated in one of the 
: Argentine Federation. 
The law, which has just gone into opera- 
tion, will either make the territory within 
its jurisdiction a matrimonial paradise, or 
drive every bachelor to the poor farm. It

Between thirty-five and fifty the 

bachelor is supposed to have crystallized 

into a confirmed state, and a strong finan- 
cial jolt is considered necessary to awake 
him from his lethargy. 

He is, therefore, mulcted to the tune of 
twenty dollars a month., From his fiftieth 
year to five beyond the Scriptural three- 
score and ten, the bachelor is mulcted 
thirty dollars, but having reached the 
seventy-fifth year, relief finally comes, and 
the tax becomes nominal, being reduced 
to nine dollars per annum. After eighty, a 
man can remain single without paying any- 
thing. There is a paragraph relating to 
widowers, who are given three years in 
which to mourn and pick a successor. 

If a man is unable to pay his taxes he is 
put in prison, unless he can show a just 
cause, such as lack of employment or sick- 
A man who can prove that he has 
three declinations in one year is 
also considered to have earned immunity 
from taxation. [It is said that the law 
works like a charm. Since the day when it 
went into operation the alcaldes of the 
villages and towns have done a rushing 
business, and the treasury is as empty as 
before, which seems to indicate that be- 
tween the two evils of marrying or part- 
ing with the hard-earned coin, the bache- 
lors of Argentina prefer the former. 

It is probable that the legislator of 
France who wants to tax the bachelors of 
his country has studied the success of the 
movement in Argentina. It is a well-known 
fact that in France both the population and 
matrimony are rapidly on the decline, and 
some radical measure is necessary to stop 
the evil, which constitutes a serious men- 
ace to the country’s welfare.

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THE NEWEST FIGURE IN FINANCE . 


Remarkable Career of J. C. Osgood, Who Has Defeated John W. Gates—A 
Brooklyn Lad Who Started the Colorado Fuel and Iron Company with One 
Room anda Boy—Now Controls Giant Industries—Model Town of Swiss 
Chalets and an “‘ Old English Inn’’ He Has Established in the Rockies— 
Wockingmen Who Dzess foc Dinnec and a Club Where No Treating Is 


Allowed. 


ITHIN the past ten days the sharp 

eyes of Wall Street have been raised 

for a few moments to contemplate a 

new figure in the world of control—John 

Cleveland Osgood of Redstone, Col., who 

enjoys the proud distinction of having 

whipped the celebrated Chicago plunger, 

John W. Gates, in a desperate battle for 

the control of the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
Company. 

When New York and Chicago heard of 
the strategic move of the Osgood faction in 
having the election postponed, a general 
laugh went up in Wall and La Salle 
Streets, where Gates was best known. With 
them it was a case of ridiculing the shearer 
wo went forth and returned shorn, but 
their glee was echoed in numerous Colorado 
cities and towns, and for an entirely dif- 
ferent reason. 

With the latter the discomfiture\ of the 
Gates contingent was the glow of pride in 
the victory of a local captain of industry 
over a man who was associated in their 
minds with high plays at Saratoga gam- 
bling tables, the wrecking of a railroad for 
the purposes of personal gain, or the cor- 
nering of thousands of shorts in a cereal 
deai. A victory by Gates meant fo them 
the transfer of the now immense business 
of the Colorado Fuel and Iron Company to 
the United States Steel Corporation, or 
Steel Trust, and the word “trust"’ is still 
abhorrent in Colorado eyes, though Bryan- 
ism has almost disappeared. 

In this view the press of Colorado, irre- 
spective of politics, backed Osgood in his 
conflict, which led that gentleman to re- 
mark humorously to some of the Eastern 
invaders: 

“In ordinary times, gentlemen, almost 
every newspaper inthe State is attacking 
us. Let an outsider venture to attack us, 
and every paper in*Colorado joins in repell- 
ing the invasion.” 

Some Wall Street wiseacres say compas- 
Sionately: ‘‘A fine bit of strategy, but 
when the injunction was dissolved and the 
meeting ts held, as it must be, Osgood will 
be swamped by Gates’s majority holdings.” 

But Mr. Osgood is said to be worrying 
little about that; his recent move in again 
opening the stock books in New York for 
transfers has largely solved that difficulty, 
and while small holders of Colorado Fuel 
steck have been unloading Osgood brokers 
hare been absorbing much of it. A differ- 
ent phase is also put on the affair by the 
knowledge that many of Gates’s proxies 
were refited literally until after the transfer 
books had closed, and they are now nulli- 
fied by the opening of the books. But that 
is another story. * 


WHO IS HE? 


Who is this Coloradoan who has so sud- 
denly upset one of the most daring and 
persistent operators seen on the New York 
Stock Exchange? His fame in Colorado 
does not rest on his defeat of John W. 
Gates, though that has added lustre to his 
name, but to the manner in which he has 
built up an industry that excited the un- 
disguised admiration of Gates, Lambert, 
Mitchell, and others when they carefully 
inspected the different plants and 
last December. 

Even some of Osgood’s best friends in 
Colorado are under the impression that he 
is an Englishman by birth. But this is an 
error. He is an American of the true type 
for many generations back. 

He was bern at Brooklyn 
1851, and has consequently but recently 
passed his .fifty-first birthday. His father 
was in the wholesale drug trade, but be- 
came infected with Western fever and in 
1857 remeved to Iowa, settling with his son 
at Burlington. The death of his father two 
years later caused the boy to return to the 
East, and he lived with relatives at Provi- 
dence, R. I., where he attended school un- 
til he was fourteen, 

It was at this age that young Osgood 
was thrown on the world to earn his own 
living, and he left the roof of his Quaker 
relatives to become an office boy in a 
Providence cotton mill. Business aptitude 
was not wanting, and two years later he 
went to New York City as a clerk for a 
Produce Exchange commission firm. Three 
years of this training, and then Iowa once 
more, and at nineeen he was the cashier 
of a coal mining company, which is now in 
his control, the White Breast Fuel Com- 
pany, with offices at Ottumwa. The up- 
ward path was plainly marked now, and his 
twenty-third year found young Osgood the 
cashier of the First National Bank of Bur- 
lington, Ia. Until 1876 he remained with 
the bank, and then assumed the contro! of 
the White Breast Company.

FIRST VISIT 


It was not until February, 1882, that John 
C. Osgood saw Colorado and investigated 
its possibilities. His trip was at the re- 
quest of the officers of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy Company to report on 
the coal resources of the State. Not a coal 
camp in the State escaped his searching in- 
vestigation, and his knowledge of the busi- 
ness and his farsightedness caused a great 
influx of capital to Colorado. 

Colorado was then in its infancy, and the 
rapidly developing humor of Eugene Field 
in The Denver Tribune, and the marvelous 
poker playing of Senator “om” Bowen 
were at that time of vastly more interest 
to the rest of the United States than the 
possibility of the Centennial State as a 
coal centre. But Mr. Osgood, then about 
thirty-five years of age, saw what might 
be developed, and set about acquiring coal 
lands on an extensive scale. In 1887 the 
Colorado Coal Company was formed. Many 
of Colorado's leading business men remem- 
ber the incubus of the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Company in a small room, the office 
force consisting of Mr. Osgood and a boy. 

Mr. Osgood’s executive powers were here 
shown and the new company developed 
rapidly until, in 1892, it absorbed its rival, 
the Colorado Coal and Iron Company, and 
the consolidation was called the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Company. This amalgama- 
tion brought under Mr. Osgood’s control! 
the Bessemer iron plant near Pueblo, now 
the immense Minnequa

A GIANT CONCERN. 

The combination had a capital of $11,- 
250,000. It has now $40,000,000. Eastern fi- 
nancial critics have asserted that the com- 
pany is overcapitalized, that it cannot pay 
dividends on $25,000,000 common stock and 
$15,000,000 in bonds. But these critics over- 
look the fact that the Gates contingent ad- 
vocated this action, and that just before 
the Easterners left Denver last December, 
after a thorough investigation of Colorado 
Fuel and Iron plants and camps, young 
Charles G. Gates, his father’s spokesman 
during the trip, said: ‘‘ We were all sur- 
prised, I can tell you.

est. It is valued at $600 or more. At the 
time it was issued the postage to England 
and the West Indies for first-class mail 
matter was 12 pence, but as the Canadian 
currency was at a discount, most of the 
stamps of this denomination went to the 
West Indies, where about all of them were 
destroyed, as there were few, if any, col- 
lectors there. 

From June 14, 1851, to Dee. 4, 1854, there 
were in all only 1,510 12-pence stamps put 
into circulation, the rest being withdrawn 
and destroyed by the Canadian Govern- 
ment. Not over thirty-five of them are now 
in existence, and some claim that there are 
only thirteen. A pair sold recently in Boer 
ton for $1,300.

In answer to the question, ‘‘ Which boy 
did get the place—and why?” arising in 
the course of yeur recent editorial entitled 
‘““A Problem in Casuistry,”’ the following 
is submitted with the sure conviction that 
others will oppose strongly the position 
taken, viz.: The boy who “ picked out the 
knot’’ secured the position.

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SEEN THROUGH. FRENCH EYES. 


Estimate of the American Painter, John W. Alexander, by Gabriel | its low-priced exoursions next year until 
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It {s always interesting to know what 
impression a forelgner receives from works 
of native art, what rank he gives to various 
artists. In a certain way he comes to the 
subject with an impartiallty not so easily 
attained by those who have followed the 
artist's whole career and have known his 
work a longer time. 

Some points, which have been accepted in 
a given artist and become, as it were, com- 
monplaces, are seized and freshly comment- 
ed upon by a person less familiar with it, 
and the foreign eyes often detect, besides, 
certajn qualities that escape the native be- 
cause they belong to the general mass of 
artists of the same period. Thus the spe- 
cific Americanism of one of our artists is 
easily overlooked by Americans. 

This occurs to one when reading what M. 
Gabriel Mourey has to say about the paint- 
er John W. Alexander fm his work, ‘“ Des 
Hommes Devant la Nature et la Vie.’” He 
picks Mr. Alexander out from among the 
band of American painters who have made 
Paris for greater or less periods their sec- 
ond home. Dannat, Johnston, Walter Gay, 
Gari Melchers, Alexander Harrison, and 
Eugene Vail are among those he mentions 
by name, but he finds in Alexander’s work 
a particular something that appeals to 
him, a native Americanism refined and 
polished by European travel and studies in 
Bavaria and Italy as well as France. 

Thus he finds that an original sense of 
the decorative value of feminine grace 
characterizes the works of John White 
Alexander and gives a cham to his pictures 
that appeal even to those who are incapable 
of distinguishing their other artistic merits. 

“From his drawing as well as from his 
coloring, from his manner of composition, 
and especially, in my opinion, from his 
exceptional science of repression,’”’ says M. 
Mourey, “there arises a kind of fascina- 
tion. At the first look the eye is flattered 
and caressed; one feels a sweet voluptuous- 
ness caused by lines and by these 
hues, and the sensation felt before such of 
his works of fancy is similar to that which 
produced by certain poems whose 
rhythm enchants even beyond the meaning 
of the words which create it. I have made 
use of this comparison the better to define 
the attraction exercised by his work upon 
that part of the public which is satisfied 
with a superficial impression. 

“With such a , and with that 
alone, many artists would rest content. 
What strange that Mr. Alexander 
should gain it and yet remain the subtle 
and artist that he the refined, 
the delicate one we know.”’ 
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AVOIDED ECCENTRICITY. 

M. Mourey attributes 
dividuality the fact that he has been 
strong enough to avoid the pitfall of ec- 
centricity, and also to his wisdom in avoid- 
ing too prolonged a residence in Paris— 
which very frank statement on the 
part of a Frenchman! 

“American born, instead of settling in 
Faris in an absolutely permanent manner 
he has kept continually in close touch with 
his country. And his conception of art and 
of life cannot but have been enriched there- 
by. From this continuous contact with 
two civilizations different from each 
other he has learned the better to know 
himself and others. 

‘He lives six months in America and 
six months in France; hence the complexity 
of his temperament, hence the acuteness 
of his vision, hence especially the strange 
power and degree of his refinement. He 
has in this wise escaped the inconvenience 
of total transplantation; not com- 
pletely uprooted;”’’ he remains of his 
race, at the very moment when Parisian 
life, dangerous at length and so dis- 
organizing, particularly to strangers, would 
be fraught with risks of anaemia, he re- 
turns to the scene of his childhood, he lives 
again where he ran and played in his 
youth. He resumes once more the contract 
with his own, and, to the strong and sin- 
cere artist, in whom foreign influences have 
only served to develop better his per- 
sonality, what can be more genial, more 
fecundating than the native atmosphere? ’”’ 

Though M. Mourey makes a number of 
trivial errors in his account of Alexander's 
training and subsequent career, such as 
calling Frank Duveneck a German master 
and saying that Alexander divides his time 
between Paris and New York, staying six 
mcnths in each city, he rightly traces in 
his work the impression made upon him by 
Whistler, whom he first met in Venice on 
a visit thither. After speaking of his 
marked individuality as an illustrator and 
his ability to grasp and show character in 
black and white portraits—Browning, Dau- 
det, Pasteur, &c.—he comes to the period 
when the writer himself, M. Mourey, first 
became acquainted with his work: 

“As far as we are concerned, however, 
the real débuts of Mr. Alexander date from 
1893, that is to say from that year’s Salon 
of the Société Nationale, where he showed 
himself for the first time to the French pub- 
lic. We were won over at once. The ‘ Por- 
trait in Black’ and the ‘ Portrait in Gray,’ 
which he then exhibited, bore the stamp of 
an incontestable personality and told of an 
artist’s vision both concentrated and strong, 
of a sense of feminine gracefulness wholly 
unexpected, and a technique almost mas- 
terly, but in any case new gnd particularly 
expressive. This astonished at first, and 
very soon it fascinated; certain strange- 
nesses gave a little uneasiness, as, for in- 
stance, the coarse woof of the canvas on 
which the artist painted, the dull heavi- 
ness into which the color turned when 
deeply rubbed upon this material, yet with- 
out impasto—indeed in spots the look of a 
painting in distemper.

“ But this took nothing from the delicacy 
nor from the potency of the effect, and 
those who have a good memory still retain 
in their mind’s eye the remembrance of 
that admirable gray dress which was worn 
by the lady of the ‘ Portrait in Gray.’

It provoked a sensation of 
mystery, like certain phrases of Edgar Al- 
len Poe. It bore the imprint of a haughty 
distinction, forcing upon the mind the re- 
membrance of the painter of the Infantas— 
of Velasquez.. And then that beautiful, 
large execution, all in strong dashes, sure 
and free, as if the very first time it was 
laid upon the canvas the brush had passed 
there definitively. 

“The success was great, unani- 
mous among artists that this same year 
the painter was elected an associate mem- 
ber of the Société Nationale. And, in the 
following year (1804,) subsequent to his 
new contributions—an astonishing portrait 
of the landscape painter Thaulow, over- 
flowing with truthfulness; the portrait of 
Mr. Pranishikoff, in all three portraits, and 
two of his exquisite works of fancy, ‘ The 
Mirror’ and ‘The Piano was made 
Secretary.” 

After speaking of the charm of Alexan- 
der’s portraits, their expressiveness, and 
vital quality, whether in the “ Little Girl 
with Doll’ or in the portrait of Walt Whit-

The London Times Discusses Our Economic Situation and 


the “Morganizing” Movement. | 


create misgivings in the minds of cautious 
people as to the prudence of what was be- 
ing done. The bad maize crop in the United 
States in 1901 helped te increase the dispo- 
sition of European capitalists to reduce the 
credits they had given as occasion offered. 
In spite, however, of the unfavorable im- 
pression caused by the bad harvest, follow- 
ing on the alarming collapse of prices on 
the New York Stock Exchange on May 9, 
1901, the great leaders of American finance 
showed no sign of hesitation in the “‘ con- 
solidation policy they had adopted. On 
the contrary, as our readers are aware, 
they entered on a new and startling line of 
action outside the bounds of their own 
country. By so doing they showed a high 
degree of courage and determination, which 
tended to reassure many timid investors 
and operators in America, it being argued 
that, unless confidence on the part of the 
leaders was very great, they would not 
have dared to enter into such commitments 
as the Atlantic shipping combination. But 
their action rather increased the uneasiness 
already felt by far-seeing people here, and 
also in the United States, especially as the 
increase in commitments abroad was ac- 
companied by further operations of the same 
kind at home, such as the “ taking over” 
by Messrs. Morgan of the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad stock owned ‘by the Chi- 
cago operator, Mr. Gates, and his allies, 
and by rumors of various fresh combina- 
tions of railroad and industrial properties. 
While all these remarkable developments 
of financial enterprise were going on, the 
contention of those who believed in their 
soundness, or had reason for professing bee 
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During the last twelve months the whoie | 
eccncmie situation in the United States has 
been watched by business men in sa 
abash now as in this manner during the present ‘‘ boom ”’ 
it impossible to estimate. Calculations

SOUTHERN PACIFIC’S FUTURE. 
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The continued rise in ik oetbten Pacific, 
which last week sold up to the highest 
price on record, is serving to draw the at- 
tention of foreign investors more and more 
to the issue. 

In its latest issue to hand The London 
Statist treats extensively of the system 
Dealing with the proposition of the Exeecu- 
tive Committee of the Southern Pacific 

| Company to recommend the issue of $100,- 
| 000,000 of 4 per cent. bonds, The Statist 
' points out that the question which the 
| Directors of the company have had to de- 
| cide has been whether they should continue 
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to devote the whole of their profits to 
improvements or whether the time had 
come when it would be safe to issue a 
large amount of bonds in order that the 
line might be worked with much greater 
economy than at present. In other words, 
were they justified in issuing $100,000,000 
of 4 per cent, bonds, upon which the an- 
nual interest would be $4,000,000, in order 
to effect a reduction in the cost of trans- 
portation to an extent sufficient, or per- 
haps more than sufficient, to cover the 
interest on the proposed bonds, to place 
the company in a position of equality with 
its competitors with respect to economical 
working, and to enable a portion of the 
profits to be distributed to the stock- 
holders?—the alternative being the contin- 
ued devotion of the profits to improve- 
ments, a more gradual reduction in the 
cost of working, and the indefinite post- 
ponement of a distribution to its stock- 
holders. 

The more conservative method would, of, 
course, be to continue to devote the whole 
of the profits to what may rightly be termed 
capital purposes. But a similar comment 
might be made upon the capital issues of 
all companies. Were they to devote their 
profits to the improvement of their bus!i- 
ness they would not require to put new 
capital into it, and ultimately the dividend 
on their investment would amount to a 
very large figure. The position of the 
Southern Pacific in no way differs from 
that of other companies which contem- 
plate the issue of a large amount of capital 
for the purpose of securing a much larger 
profit. It is true that at the present time 
the company is paying no dividend, but at 
the same time its profits are equal to a dis- 
tribution of nearly 6 per cent. upon its 
stock. Were allowance to be made for the 
sums charged to revenue for improvements 
and the large sinking fund payments which 
are reducing fts capital, the profits would 
be equal to appreciably over 6 per cent. 
The Statist then continues: 


That the company has not paid a dividend is 
due to its desire to improve its property in order 
that it may work with greater economy in the 
future, that there may be no question of its 
interest charges being well covered, and that 
when dividends are announced they will be main- 
tained. Were an additional $100,000,000 of money 
cpent upon improving the line, increasing the 
weight of its rails, reducing its gradients, 
straightening its curves, changing its engines 
from coal to oil, there would be a reasonable 
prospect—indeed, a practical certainty—that ex- 
penditures would be reduced by $4,000,000 per 
annum, and that the additional capital would 
earn its own interest. This would mean that the 
surplus of $11,000,000 or $12,000,000 of profits 
would be available for distribution, and that 


Trading in 


Bank Stocks. 


With the beginning of September trading 
in bank stocks usually becomes active, and 
for that reason it will be interesting at this 
time to compare the prices at Which these 
securities are selling with their ‘“ book 
values’"’ or the amount which would be 
realized should the banks be liquidated with 
the present surplus and profits. Of the 
forty-two National banks in Manhattan the 
stock of not a single one is selling below 
the book value, which points to the fact 
that holders of these stocks have unlimited 
confidence in the Directors and officers of 
these institutions. The book values of most 
of the banks, however, are considerable 
above the par value of the stocks, as will 
be seen by referring to the following table. 

In figuring the probable earning power of 
a bank the surplus and undivided profits 
account plays an important part, and 
the time in which this item has been accu- 
mulating has conside bearing on the 
subject the year of organization and the 
age of the various banks is included in the 
table.
